tion in dispute being the superin- 
tendency of the Sunday schools.. 


Many of the members think that 


the present superintendent, J. H. 
Scott, should resign, for what they, 
deem good reasons. This view is con- 
curred in by many of the teachers, 
and they signed [a paper asking for 
Mr. Scott's resignation. Mr. Scott 
refused point blank to resign. 


The matter was then carried to the 


oftidal board by the teachers, but 
Pastor Yiney ^declined to take any 
steps to -remove Mr. Scott and told 
tbe teachers and members he consid- 
ered them in the wrong.

so with city property; so with a man 
going into business. He must give 
security. He insures his life for the 
benefit of his creditors and 
also 


against want and loss. 
But all this 


is nothing as compared to the secur- 
ity we must have as Christians. 
The 


security of the soul is the best secur- 
ity a man can have. Only in God do 
we have security. Sometimes Christ- 
ians themselves are in ignorance. 
Christians should have no trials or 
sorrows, don't have any 
troubles. 


Hold up youKhead. It }s the portion 
of the Christian in this life to have 
trouble. Jesus Christ said we should 
have trouble and trials, but in Him 
we should have everlasticg peace. 
Any man who expects]|to go thorugh 
this would on a flowery bed of ease 
makes a great mistake. 


To me there is philosophy in having 


trouble, and I wouldn't live without 
it. Sorrow, you know, kills .ills. A 
good streak of trouble will take the 
conceit out of a man.

were the first, and it was their place 
to withdraw that paper. 
No! They 


said: 'We will not do it; we may 
seem like children.'
